A fashion once set up is apt to spread through a corn 
mimity. The present disposition to trim off the Iarg< 
branches, mid to cut down the ancient shade trees, re¬ 
quires to he guarded by careful discrimination. Large 
limbs should never lie lopped from mature or old tree.-, 
except in ease of neccssil\ . It injures the health of a 
tree, and haste us ius death. The exposed stumps decay 
at the ends, and impairs its strength ; fungi grow upon 
them and sap its vitality ; insects 111 id a secure place to 
deposit their larva 1 to breed a crop of worms to feed 
upon its foliage. The popular notion that shade trees in 
a town cause dampness in houses, and thus engender 
disease. is a mistake. Foliage in this latitude lasts only 
live months in the year, and, unless it oversluidows or 
shades the roof of a house, is not unhealthy. The leaves 
of a tree are its lungs, and, to a great extent, its stom¬ 
ach. More nourishment is obtained from the air than 
from the ground. They decompose and absorb the emi- 
lmlions from decaying vegetable and animal matter, 
amt help to purify the air. They are great destroyersor 
tliat insidious poison known as malaria. Medical litera¬ 
ture records many instances of places rendered unin¬ 
habitable from fevers following the cutting down of 
trees surrounding houses and villages. Trees do not 
make a house damp, unless overshadowing il. On tin- 
contrary, their roots absorb a large amouutof excess o! 
moisture in the earth. Dampness in houses in a town 
is caused by deliciciit drainage. Houses clustered lo¬ 
go tl ter occupy sj«tce,and the rainfall upon their roof-, 
together with the waste water *»f the wells, is conducted 
io soil that has to rcceivea large excess of water beyond 
its power to absorb and evaporate. 

l'lie great Ixauiy of lladdonlichl is its old shade trees. 

! Touch them gently; for, if destroyed, it will take a lifr- 
j time lo replace them. Fill in a good system of drain- 
j age, and then no dampness will be a cause of ill healtlL
